D e. M. W. D v o r a k 


A TRIBUTE 


On October nineteenth, Dr. M. W. Dvorak died at St. 
Francis hospital. l>a Crosse, of typhoid fever. 
Only thirty years of age, Dr. Dvorak had already won for 
himself a high place in his profession, while his prospects for 
future advancem ent and success were most promising. 
He graduated from the college of Physicians and Sur­ 
geons, Cbh ago, in 1903, and served as, interne at St. Francis 
hospital, La Crosse, the succeeding year. 
Struck by his ability to work, his desire for scientific 
investigation, his diagnostic acumen, his gentlemanly bearing, 
and his genial, dignified treatm ent of patients, the writer took 
him as his associate, and for the succeeding seven years, to 
the time of his death, enjoyed him. and esteemed him. 
None of the young men of the state contributed papers 
to the State Medical society oftener than did Dr. Dvorak; 
none contributed abler or more stim ulating papers. 
At the tim e of his death his desk was full of notes on 
many subjects, gathered from a large clinical field, and di­ 
gested and classified with ripe judgm ent and rare knowledge. 
His modesty prevented frequent appearance in print, but his 
active, untiring mind compelled the preparation of much ma­ 
terial of real value. 
He had trained himself to habits of daily intellectual p ur­ 
suits. 
No day s practice was ever so busy, no day’s labor so 
wearisome, that before retiring he did not do some real study 
or some solid reading. On the road, or in the railway coach a 
pocket edition of some favorite author always accompanied 
him. 
His medical library, both in standard authors and in c u r­ 
rent literature was well selected and full. 
His non-medical 
library showed best, perhaps, his cultured, serious, philosophic 
turn of mind; not a book in it but he knew, not a book hut 
he loved, for none other would he have amongst those he call­ 
ed his best friends. 
In seven years of close association I never knew a mo­ 
m ent wasted nor an hour idly spent except in much needed, 
sorely grudged recreation; and this latter he got mostly by 
going to eastern clinics, spending his spare time in old book 
stalls, on the sea shore, or in hearing grand opera of which 
he was passionately fond, being a lover of mimic and no mean 
performer on the piano and other instruments. 
In 1908, with the writer, he spent several months abroad, 
and fairly revelled through Europe; 
its 
history, scenery, 
music and a rt galleries fairly captivating him. 
He did an enorm ous am ount of work. 
Day and night 
were alike to him when the sick called; the poor quicker 
than the rich got his best effort and readier response. 
Amid it all the scientific tem peram ent was never dulled. 
Each case was a problem for solution. 
Hence he was ever be­ 
coming better equipped and more able in his work. 
Irv in g 
surgery, possessed of genuine manual dexterity, and endowed 
with rare good judgm ent he was sure to have gone far and 
high in this field. 
Had he been spared the thirty years we 
might veil hope were yet before him he m ust have risen 
high in honor and distinction. 
Clean as a virgin, manly as a knight-errant, gentle, al­ 
ways just, dignified, he was honored and respected by all and 
dearly loved by his patients. 
Never had a young man earned 
greater respect than had he in his comm unity; never was 
greater or more, loving tribute 
paid to a dead 
son of La 
Crosse. 
But th© greatest tribute paid him was witnessed as 
the funeral cortege passed the hum ble cottage of a form er pa­ 
tient. and the woman occupant, aged, alone, 
almost 
blind; 
stood weeping at the open door.

An instant later a 
sheet of flame shot from the mouth 
of the pit, followed by the noise of a 
great explosion. 
All available men were notified to 
hurry to the pit, to assist in the 
work of rescue. The company offi­ 
cials were compelled to use a largo 
part of this rescue party to drive 
back the frenzied women and chil­ 
dren, many of whom, in their fright, 
actually tried to hurl 
themselves 
down the shaft to learn the fate of 
the imprisoned men.

MADISON. Wls., Dec. 9.— To per­ 
m it the people of the state to gain ac- ! 
curate and specific knowledge of the 
finances of the state or any branch 
of the state government will be the 
object of an exhaustive study of fis­ 
cal c o n d itio n by experts soon to be 
appointed by the state board of pub­ 
lic affairs. The consideration of this 
broad plan engaged the board at a 
long afternoon session yesterday. 
The board s purpose is based upon 
the conviction th at the people of W is­ 
consin should know about the fin­ 
ances of their state— not for this or 
the coming year alone, but in future 
decades. The plan contem plates that 
they should know w hat it costs to run 
each departm ent or state institution 
for a year, or quarter, or over a 
period of years; 
th at they should 
know' what part of their taxes are 
levied for state purposes, what part 
for county, town or district school 
purposes, and th at they should be 
informed just how' much of the state 
revenue is spent for running ex­ 
penses. how much for perm anent im­ 
provements, and how much for capi­ 
tol outlay. Under this system the peo­ 
ple may learn how expenditures in 
this state compare with the expendi­ 
tures of other states, and what the 
federal government costs each citi­ 
zen. as nearly as can be ascertained. 
In brief, the results would be in the 
nature of a budget exhibit. 
The compilation of all this infor­ 
mation will he made with tho idea 
solely of giving the people a clear 
statem ent of the state finances in a 
form th at the layman can easily un­ 
derstand. This study, it Is proposed, 
will be well started by January I, 
1912. 
In the task of centralizing all state 
accounting, a man of expert ability 
will be engaged to act in conjunction 
with the state tax commission. This 
and other experts are soon to he an ­ 
nounced. 
In order to determine just what 
the gain or loss to the state by prison 
contract labor will be, the board de­ 
cided to co-operate with the state 
board of control in an investigation 
of such contracts, and upon the re­ 
sult of this inquury will depend the 
renewal of the present contract at 
the state prison.

SAYS G.E. VINCENT 


In an excellent address on “Chil­ 
dren versus Grownup,” at the nor­ 
mal school last evening, President 
George E. Vincent of the University 
of .Minnesota declared th at the tell­ 
tale is to the youths what the scab 
is to the labor unions. He asserted 
that in view of the fact th at 
a 
youth when the gang gets after him 
runs and tells his m other m ust be 
known and understood by those who 
raise and educate children. 
Individuality is but a cloak which 
covers up a 
commonplace 
person, 
declared Professor Vincent, hut on 
the other hand you are eccentric if 
you are not commonplace. If this be 
carried on another step you are call­ 
ed a fanatic and beyond th at you are 
dangerous and then insane. 
In speaking about children, Pro­ 
fessor Vincent showed the effect up 
on a boy when his m other tries to 
“ baby” him by making 
him wear 
clothes different from those worn by 
the rest of the “ gang” with which 
he associates.
